Berlin, Jan. :ir).~.V German genlleman 
of high political and social stalUH who is 
fully empowered to express the views of 
Count von Buelow, the foreign secretary, 
upon Anglo-Gcnnan relations, made tlie 
following statement to the correspondent 
of the .(Vjjsociation Press: 

"The British now do not hold a single 
Gorman vessel, nnd no negotiations are 
now in jirogress, .sini'c OcriiKiny I'as not 
.vet f(iriniilali'(l her cluiins for iiidi'iiinity. 
Investigation is first necessary and this 
is now i)rocoe(liiig. 

"The feeling between Great Britain and 
Germiiny is growing belter, despite the 
effort of the Jingoes of both countries to 
the contrary. Uecent remarka must not 
be understood as moaning that Germany 
is aiming at convening a conference for 
the hiteruational settlement of the sea 
rights of neutrals before the end of tlie 
war. 

"As for all the talk about interven- 
tion, it is baseless. No such intention 
exists in any place. 

Tlie foreign olllcc ifi still pushing its en- 
deavor.s to -secure tiie n^lcaso of ICev. Mr. 
Ilarmes, wlioin the British arrested in 
Natal last nioutli on the charge of aid- 
ing the Boer.s. The Durliau authorities 
have infornir>(l London, so the foreign 
olllci> licre iiiulorstaiul, that Mr. llnnnes 
rendered liiin.self an object of suspicion 
and thorough invot^tigation is necessary, 
which -will take eonsiilerable time.

Undpr British Sway Agriculture 
and Mining Would Thrive 
Abundantly.

Buffalo, Jan. -25.- Hugo Corlitz, of 
Loudon, Eng., joint manager for M. 
Padeiewski, the pianist, and who hns 
just recently returned from the Trans- 
vaal after a lengthy stay In that repub- 
lic, was Intervle'wed to-day by a reporter 
of the Commercial as to matters in 
President Kruger's land. Mr. GorliLT 
spoke indignantly of the manner in 
which the TJittanders were treated by 
the Boers in Johnnneaburg, saying that 
the scarps (police) were armed, and shot 
down the Uitlaudcrs upon the slightest 
provocation, sometimes apparently with- 
out provaeutloD. 

The British residents, he said, were 
subjected to constant insult from the 
policemen and other municipal em- 
ployees—insults from which they have 
no redress. Practically they were untier 
subjection. A peculiarity of the coun- 
try said Mr. Gorlitz, is that the English 
have built beautiful houses in the cities, 
and the municipal authorities take no 
care of the streets, so that they are in a 
lilthy, unsanitary condition everywhere. 
The appearance of the streets is fright- 
ful, said he, because the money put 
aside for municipal purposes, mostly sup- 
plied bv the Uitlnndera, is put into the 
pockets" of the offlcia'.s. There is no 
cleaning of the streets, no iuiprovemeut 
of the roadways. 

"One of the greatest crimes laid 
against the Boers," continued the 
speaker, " is that they put the vilest of 
liquor into the way of the natives. One 
prominent firm there, manufacturing 
quantities of the fiery s'tuff, is annually 
putting large sums of mouey, not into the 
pockets of the government, but into the 
hands of the oIllcialH. I do not except 
Tresident Kruger himself from compli- 
city in this matter, lie also gets his 
share through other ofilcials." 

As far as the Boers being a Qou-fear- 
Ing race is concerned, they show it only 
l)v building tt lot of churches, but not 
in their notions other ways. One of the 
first principles of Christianity would be 
love for one's neighbors, a "spirit in 
wliicli the Boers arc utterly lacking at all 
times. They will not tolerate any other 
religion than their own, a kind of Uni- 
tarianism. No man who professes a 
creed other than this is allowed to bold 
office. 

" The Boers are also slave-drivers. It 
the Boers win in this struggle, which 
seems impossible at present, they will 
instantly re-establish slavery in South 
Africa. 

" I do not believe anyone has visited 
the Transvaal recently," continued Mr. 
Gorlitz. impressively, "who does not 
share niy opinion in regard to the con- 
dition of affairs there, and the culpabil- 
ity of tlie Boers, unless jiossibly he is 
directly or indirectly in the pay of the 
Transvaal goveriiincnt. 

" The British have met with reverses, 
it is very true, but one man entrenched 
can keep ten men at ba.v, and the Brit- 
ish have been terribly liaiulieappcd. The 
British did not prepare for war right — 
(lid nut. ill iny opinion, expect war. 
They were forced into it. 

" I do not believe the war will be of 
long duration. It is incviitable that (be 
Boers in the end will be utterly van- 
(luished by the British, When that 
coinesi the natural question is, what will 
hi) the future of the Transvaal? Not 
that country alone, but all of South 
Africa offers endless opportunities in the 
mining and agricultural industries. It is 
one- of the finest countries in the world 
ond is capable of high cultivation. Its 
resources, outside of the great gold 
mines, are tremendous. It can be de- 
veloped and civilized into a magnificent 
countr.v. Olio of the most valuable of 
the British colonies, not equalling .\us- 
tralia probably, but proving a priceless 
possession. 

" But the country in principally valu- 
able to nial<e the connection between 
Natal and lihodesia. The nativoH are 
loyal to England, feeling that Great 
Britain is their friend. They have been 
oppressed b.v the Boers so long that they 
will hail British rule with delight. 

"The extermination of the Boers as a 
nation is inevitable," said Mr. Gorlitz in 
conclusion, " but it may be that the 
P.oeis wlio are left will settle down and 
become good colonists and Qod-fearing 
people." 



A GREAT AWAKENING. 

Acknowledged by British Minister on 
Subject of the Military Organization. 

London, Jan. 20.— Mr. William St, 
.John Brodcrick. nnder-secrctnry of state 
for foreign affairs, speaking last even- 
inii said: 

"The government have neither controll- 
ed the generals in their operation, nor 
stinted them in the forces they have de- 
manded. "We have iiiiplicilly fipllowed 
the guidanco of the military advic(^s." 

Later in the speech he remarked: "It 
will be tlie duty of the government and 
the parliament to see that our military 
organization is made e(nial to the needs 
of the Empire. We have had a great 
awakening on this.S)ibjcc,l.',',

New York Complaint of Business 
Policy of State Aided 
''-Lines. 



Canal Enlargement Is Planned 
to Save Rapidly Vanishing 
Commerce. 



By Associated Press. 

Albany, Jan. 25.— -The reports of the 
committees apiwiated by the legislature 
to consider the causes of the decline of 
commerce at the port of Kew York and 
the condition and prospects for the New 
York state canals were presented to the 
legislature to-day, accompanied by a 
lengthy message. ^ rcviewingr the -ijeports 
aud Tecdmmending action on them; The 
commerce committee give as the main 
ise of the decline in the commerce of 
New York discrimination in the railways 
against that port in the Intercet of com- 
peting ports. The commission shows this 
discrimination is uiiide so as to over- 
come tlio advantage which No\y, York 
would have under natural conditions as 
the cheapest roiito to foreign markets for 
the products of the West, and comments 
with special severity upon the New York 
railroads which have received beuelits 
from the state and yet i^irticipated in the 
discrimination to the serious injury of 
New York. Regarding this discrimina- 
tion, the commission make no recommen- 
dation as to legi:5lntive action, seeking 
imply through its report to give wide- 
prcad publicity to the facts, holding 
that evil can be remedied by improving 
the canals, canol terminals, etc. 

Taking up the report of the canal com- 
mission, the governor points ont that the 
coniinittee is agreed that, in the first 
place, the canals cannot be abandoned; 
that in the second place, a ship canal 
ought not to be built by the state; aud 
that in the third place, uie preseni-conal 
must be enlarged; Ocmtinuiiig^ the Gov* 
ernor .says: " ■ . 

"Neither New York, nor New York 
state can afford to rest siipine,i while 
their eager business rivals strain every 
nerve to snatch aw.iy the commerce, 
which hns been so large a part of their 
lifeblood. New Y'ork is the only state 
through which, because of its topo- 
graphy, it is possible to transport frei.ght 
by water. Prom the great basin of the 
Mississippi to the Atlantic, the Dominion 
of Canada on the north has similar ad- 
vantages, and how well the Canadians 
have availed themselves of them, the final 
op(?ning of their great canal system last 
fall coiiclusi\ (4y proves. If we do not 
improve our own canals, we shall have 
nothing wherewith to meet the advan- 
tages conferred upon Canadian commerce 
by her ciinals on the north, while we dc- 
|irive ourselves of a great aid in the 
struggle with our business rivals in our 
own country, leaving ourselves at the 
mercy of a combin.ition made by rail- 
roads for the benefit of the localities." 

The Governor strongly recommends the 
plan proposed b.v the committee for a 
larger canal capable of carrying boats of 
a thonsaiul tons capacity, to build whi(,'h 
would involve an expenditure of ?CO,000,- 
000, and says; '"JliCT'e ia every reason 
after the most patient investigation, to 
believe that the large canal will result 
iu a transportation cost across the state 
of New York us low na that on the St. 
Lawrence canals, and far less than any 
rate that is possible by railways at any 
time within the immediate future, if 
ever. The difference in favor of the 
canals over the railways being more 
than threefold; that is, the freight rate 
on the canals being less than a third thfin 
that by railways." — •

It has been held by 
us all day, although we were heavily at- 
tacked, especially by a very annoying 
shell [fire. I fear our casualties are con- 
siderable, aud 1 have to inform you with 
regret that General Woodgate was dan- 
gerously wounded. 

"General Warren is of the opinion that 
he hae rendered the enemy's position un- 
tenable. The men are splendid." 

London, Jan. 20. — Advicf-s have been 
received from Spearman's Camp that 
General Woodgate has succumbed to the 
wounds .he ./ecei^ed In the attack on 
■Spion Kop. 

London, Jan. 2C, 4.15 a.m.— General 
BUller's phrase, 'The men are splendid," 
thrills England with pride and confidence.

The military authorities recognize of 
course that in the twelve or fifteen miles 
between^ Spi6n Kop' and' Ladysmith there 
are continuous defences and rugged hiils 
and ravines which far outrange Spion 
Kop. but they are sure that the troops 
who have turned the Boers out of diffl- 
'cult places Clin do it again. 

The military expert of the Times says: 
" It is exceedingly difficult to arrive at 
any exact estimate of the advantage 
gained. A definite tactical object has 
been iittaincd, and definite steps have 
been taken in the fulfilment of the 
strategic plans. It is necessary to await 
fullei information before,' attachinfe''iiri- 
duo importance to the-successcs thus for 
attained. At least there has been steady 
progress." ■ ■■ 

The .Kildouan .Oastle reached' Durban 
yesterday with 2,000 additional troops 
for Gen. Buller, and three troopships 
have arrived from India, bringing 
amongst others a regiment of Lancers. 
Beyond these it is not publicly known 
hero how heavily. Gen. Buller 'has been 
reinforced, but those having certain con- 
nections with the war ollice are satisfied 
that Gen. Buller will have as many 
more men as he may need to iakk^ hla 
work easier. 

The situation in the neighborhood of 
the other armies is uucbnngedi but n for- 
ward movement by Gen. French is daily 
expected.

The tire department were 
sent iu an opiiosito direction by a mis- 
take in sending in the alarm, and -when 
they arrived the best they could do was 
to turn their attention to the adjoining 
buildings. This kept them busy, wooden 
buildiugH across the street being scorch- 
ed and Mr. Carter's old brewery on Her- 
ald street, also turned into a residence, 
having several narrow escapes. Had 
this building taken fire the whole of 
what is known as Stronaehville and the 
Methodist mission church, nin.sl liiivo 
gone, in fact tlii'ri; was I'mnigli ivind 
blowing to take tlic lire along (loviu'u- 
nieiit street. liverybody was high in 
their prjiisc ef the gallant light made by 
Chief Deasy and his men. 'J'he chief 
slipiied and fell in one of the many dark 
alleyways of the section and received a 
bad shaking up, wliiie Engineer Lund 
was knocked down througii a coupling 
blowing ulT tlie engine. He was not in- 
jured.

They had heard good 
news to-day; and he took a special inter- 
est in events as happening in South 
Africa to-day an he had had the honor 
of knowing General Warren personally, 
having tiuighl him his tirst lessons in 
musketry drill when lie (Warren) was 
but 15 years of ago. (Cheers.) 

Col Wolfendcn closed a very neat 
speech by expressing the hope that those 
preeent who had sons would have them 
join the volunteers and be instructed in 
the art of defending their country. 

Bombardier Taylor also responded 
briefly. He was a late arrival and with 
ills comrades was ugreebly surprised to 
find such sociable people in Victoria.

-Mr. Henry Moxon tlien sang the "Ked. 
White and Kliie," in excellent voice, ami 
amid great entliusiasm, tlirei' cheers and 
a tiger being given at tlie conclusion. 

Itev. C'an(jii lieaiihuuls was greeted 
witli hearty cheers on rising to projiose 
tlie next tcKist "Our Native (.'(juiity." 
lie oslci'med it a gri'at lioiior to lie privil- 
eged to do SI), tlioiigh he tliouglit the h 
or an undeserved oiu , as Vorksliiri' was 
not his native country, having been Ijorn 
in tho county of Durhaiii. But he felt 
he was a Yorkshiremiin nevertheless, as 
hnd his parents not loft the couiiti-y two 
yea»*s previouis to liis birth he would 
surely have been born tl>ere. (Laugliter. i 
And that reminded him of a story. His 
littli! nephew and sister hud an interest- 
ing argument the other day. The boj' as- 
serted that ho had visited the Cheshire 
golf links two years before she (the sis- 
ter) was bnrn. The little girl reiilicd 
that that was impossible as she was two 
years older than he. "Oh, that makes no 
difference," was the boy's annwer. 
"Doesn't tho good book say we cami! 
from the dustV" "Yes." "Widl, I was 
dust on the Cliesliire golf links two ye-irs 
before jou were born." (Prcdonged 
laughter.) ".\nd I am sure," <'ontinued 
Canon Beanlands, "that I was of the 
dust of Yorksliire for yea'-s." (.Vpplmise.)

Fagan Leaves for the Interior- 
Victoria's Chinn.town. 



Dr. C. .7. Pagan, secrot.Try of tho re- 
cently rovivoil provincial board of health, 
which the present government did away 
with but found that it could not do 
without, left this morning for the 
southern portions of tlie Kootenay and 
Boundary districts, to t;ik<' steps to pre- 
vi-nt llic intr!!;!uction of smollnox from 
Washington, when- it is previileiit, into 
Britisli Columbia. He will station 
medical men ■ at difCoroiit points along 
the boundary, whose duty it will bo to 
examine everyone coming into Britisli 
Coluinliia, vaccinate tlieiu if tliey liave 
not recently undergcuie tliat oporation, 
and fumigate all mads and baggage. 

The Doctor has also taken' steps, work- 
ing in conjunction with the civic auth- 
orities, to iirevont the introduction of 
tho dread bubonic plague. All mail 
from infected ports ban iiC'W to be fumi- 
gated, and ho and Dr. Fraser, tiio city 
medical liealtli otllcer, have conferred on 
tho best way of dealing witli Chinatown.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

The present uncertain balance of pow- 
er by which the government of the pro- 
vince is nuiintaincd would, under ordin- 
ary circumstances, he remedied by a coal- 
ition of the diverse elements of the house, 
-wliich differ only on whdt may be called 
fractional points. But in the present 
instance such a coureo is rendered impos- 
sible by the absolute distrust felt by the 
opposition towardti one minister oJ,-the 
t!rown, without whose admission into .i 
coalition ministry he, spcakii^vf'for liis 
partyj dcclarse coalition to.be impossible. 
Tliis distrust is accontjjnied by tlie fact 
that t\rice tliis minis.ttr has made a dis- 
tinct and direct proposal to the opposition 
to initiate such a coalition, and on each 
.-^ooeasion, -^3 the opposition well know, 
but few of the members of hifi party v.-erc 
cognizant of the approach made by him 
to ;hcir opponents. To tlioso who wore 
not apprizwl of his attempt his conduct 
can only be described as cxtromely trcacb 
erous, and the opposition thoroughly real- 
ize that a man, who is ever ready to be- 
tray those who liave placed Iiim in power, 
wouid ho liable to sacTifice, when tlic 
psycliologicnl moment arrived, those who 
aQiliatc with hiiu to Iceep him there. 

•QUBSTIONS OF PRIVILEGE. 

Members of the Britisli Oolumliia le^-is- 
laturo are much given to raising wiuit 
they call (luestions of privilege, lu niiiety- 
nine cases out of a hundred the reference 
is to what they claim in a misreport in the 
newspapers of something tliey luive said 
in the house. Only by a great stretch 
of the meaning of the expression can 
such inattors lie called nuestions oC 
privilege. In theory the 'proceedings of 
parliament arc not public. Any nieni- 
lier by mentioning to the Speaker that 
lie sees strangers in the gallery can 
bai-o the house cleared of spectators. 
This plan has often been resorted to for 
various purposes, and it 'is an efllcient 
weapon in tactful hands. At the open- 
ing of tlio session the house makes a 
formal order tluit ao one shall presume 
to print its doings without perniission. 
Hence any member may trent the publi- 
cation of the proceedings of the house 
• as a breach of privilege, and by a some- 
what forced construction may clMini 
that the misreponiiig of what has 
occurred is a breach oi' the privi!c>ge of 
parliament to keep any e.\ee[)t an 
authorized statement of its trnnsactions 
from l)eing given to the public. 
Itut when we speau of the privileges 
'of parliament somolhing very ililTerent 
is meant. 'Wlien the Speaker is elected 
he claims from the representative of the 
crown, on behalf of himself and bis fel- 
low members " all their undoubted rights 
.•ind privileges, especially that (hey may 
Iiavi- freedom of speech in their debates, 
access to your Honor's person at all 
Heasonable times, and that their proceed- 
ings may receive from Your Honor the 
most favorable -intiM-pretntion." We 
note that the first privilegi> is (liat of 
freedom of speech. This freedom was 
violated when Air. Semlin threatened 

.. j 'tlJO house wltU^ ii' disiiolutiou at an early 
'cla.t' in the session, and' his threat ought 
to have been met with a cry of " Privi- 
lege." One of the duties of the Speaker 
is to see that libort.v of speech is ,not 
interfered with. The house has pre- 
scribed certain rules' niid rcgulntiohs for 
the government of its proteodings, but 
those are intended to secnre freedom of 
discussion, not to restrict it. 

. • It is a rank broach of .privilege for 
any man, no niiittc'r what hiri position 
UKiy .be, to. undertake to interfere with 
freedom of debate, ami the fact Ilia;, the 
persou :so . intciifcrmK IS the . Speaker of 
thc^hdiiseidoo'^ Jnot, altcr. thc.Tcase in the 



slightest particular. The Speaker is only 
the officer of the house, not its dictator. 
He has no inherent power, but is simply 
in the chair to preside over the delibera- 
tions of the "iieinbers. unci for that pur- 
iwso to enforce the rules ot the house. 
He has no power outside of what is given 
hiiu by those rules, ntid one of them is 
that h». must, cite authority for any rul- 
ing tliat he may makt. 

What we wish to mcnvion eeipeeially to- 
day is the attempt made l)y Mr. Speaker 
Forster to dictate how a member shall 
discusa any particular subject. "Con- 
fine yourself to the subject, sir," is a 
favorite expression of his. It is an im- 
pertinent expression, and grossly iinpar- 
liamentary. But this Is not all. It is an 
assumption of a right by, the Speaker 
which he does not possess. What lati- 
tude .shall be allowed in debate is for the 
house, not for the Speaker, to determine 
If the house consents tacitly to a mem- 
ber's taking ony<line;:;qt disc}i8SIon,.it is 
the duty of the Speiiker to refriiin from 
interference. AVhen, however, any mem- 
l)er objects that another member is ivat 
of order, it is the Speaker's duty to de- 
cide whether or not ho is. The case is 
somewhat similar to the occasions con- 
stantly arising whore doeumentts are taken 
as read, or the Speaker puts formal nm- 
tions from the chair without waiting for 
any one to move them. .Vi< long as no 
member objeet<, sueh things are jiroper 
encui.gli, but a single oljjeelion is sulll- 
eient to compel the clerl; ur the cluiirnian 
of commiltee, or liie Speaker, as the ease 
may be. t.> read the paiu'r. or the Speaker 
to refrain fruni putting even a formal 
motion unless some one has moved it. 
Tho house is the custodian of ilH own 
dignity, and if the Imuse tiikes no ox- 
ceiuiim lu the niiuiner in wliich a memlier 
addresses it, tlio Speaker would do well 
lo keep his own views to himself. Any 
other rule than this utterly destroys free- 
dom or discussion and robs the legisla- 
ture of its most cherished privilege. 

i>iMce the above was in type the Xews- 
Adverti^er of yesterday has cmne to 
hand. It contains an article referring to 
tlie Colonist's advice to the members of 
the opposition to assert their rights 
against the tyrannical conduct of the 
Siieaker. In the course ot its remarks 
the Xews-Advertiser saye: 

Such an incitement to parliamentary 
disorder and disregard ot the Speaker's 
chair, is, of course, unworthy of an 
old and inlliii'iitial journal. However, 
apart from this, the advice given is 
ver.v liavitu'ddus. and we venturi' to as- 
sert, that were tin,' Speaker's authority 
openly defied as isiiggested by our very 
i'rate contemporary, there would he no 
diltleully found in applying such a pen- 
alty' as would not only astonish disor- 
ilerly memlun's, hut also atTect very 
ccuisi(ieral)ly for the .worse the parlia- 
mi'ulary l'orci> of the oiiposition party. 

There ;ire very en'ective parliamentary 
remediet;. apidicahlo to nu'iiihers of ^ a 
legishiture who are nanieil for persis- 
tent disregard of the authority of the 
chair, and the Colonist might do worse 
than look up some very telling prece- 
dents in point. 

We wholly dissent from the view that 
it is dangerous in u British community 
for a man to assert liis eonstltutional 
right to freeddin of speech. -Next to the 
ejection from otllce of the government 
the best service thp opposition can do tlie 
province is to tench Mr. Speaker Forster 
the lesson in parliamentary u.sage and the 
rights of members of the legislature 
which ho so much needs. Mr. Cotton's 
paper speaks of the Colonist as "irate." 
If Iiy that it means that the Colonist is 
angered at the manner in which free- 
dom of dehiite has l)een interfered with, 
it is quite correct. How any one, who 
appreciates the rudimentary principles 
tff British freedom could fail to be anger- 
ed at fiuch a spinach we are uiial)le to un- 
derstand. Vt'v do not fancy for one mo- 
ment that the opposiliim will be deterred 
by the News-.Vdvertiser's threat, al- 
though it presumably speaks for the gov- 
crnniont in this matter. Imt will do its 
duty just tlie same. Even Mr. Cotton 
will liardly venture lo advise that the 
government shall secure a nafc majority 
Ijy exiielling members of the opposition 
who dure insist on freedom of speech. 
It is almost a pity that some niemhi'i; 
would not stand on his rights and force 
the government to do its worst, no that 
the people iiiight have a chanee to ex- 
press themselves on thv^ momentous ques- 
tion. 



KLEOTUIC WIUBS. 

\'!f;to'-ia, Vancouver and every other 
city in the province ifi strung with wires, 
many of tliem carrying very strong cur- 
rents of electricity. In case one of these 
wires siiould ho broken or slioulil be torn 
loose from its fastenings, very serious in- 
jury might be done to life and property. 
It is, of course, not possible to guard 
against accidents of this kiiul, and no 
doubt the several comii;inies owning the 
Hues do their liest to see thiit thiMr wires 
are properly put up. It is to their gretit 
advantage that they shall be properly put 
nil. ^\'e sugg(>st, however, that in the 
inl.MTst (if public safety there should l)c 
niuiiieipal inspection of all lines. Each 
city ought to have an expert %vhosc duty 
it should bo to inspeet all lines of wire. 
Thi-s o;licer ought to be appointed by the 
municii);ilities ami paid by the com- 
panies. To enable such an arrangement 
to be carried into clEeet legislation would 
bo necessary, otherwise the cities could 
not codect from the coinpiiniiv: tlieir pro 
rata .share of the salary ot the olticer. 
This share would not be large in any 
car-c, and W<s dp not suppose that any 
cc niivany would make the slightest objec- 
tion 1,1 paying it. The oaicer would 
rciiii;, !„• .! iivotcctlon to i:-' coiupuuies 
themselves. 



periodicals issued on the Pacific Coast 
none has expressed sounde:' views than 
those which we copy below from the 
AVave, San Francisco'^ very attractive 
illustrated weekly. Under the heading 
"The Gratitude of Ilopublics," the 
Wave says: 

Itepublics are indeed ungrateful. Less 
thiiii two years ago this country was 
thrown into serious and unexpected war 
with a foreign power. It was a small 
power and a failiiu! one; ot itself it 
could make no strong nor effective oppo- 
sition against the United States. Hut 
it had the moral backing of every nation 
of ■ Continental Europe. tiermany, al- 
ways with an e.ve to advantage, was 
wa'tciiing for a cha.iee at Spain's colo- 
nies; Eranet; and Italy were support- 
ing her, because she was of Latin blood; 
I Uussia, for pulitieal reasons, was siding 
■ with France. Only one people in the 
world stood by us; England was our 
fonsistent friend. Through the whole 
of tbtit crowded summer our statesmen 
were able to devote tlieir entire atten- 
tion to the task in hand, through tlie 
assurance that Great Britain stood be- 
tween the United States and the Euro- 
pean sympathizers of Spain. It is not 
an assured fact .that, had we been un- 
supported by England, the powers would 
have Interfered, but it was among the 
poHsibilili(-s. Till! action of the British 
commanders who drew up their ships 
alongside of Dewey's at .'Manila was 
only a sample of Britain's attituilc 
throughout the wtiole trouble. 

Two years have i)ass(>d, and bhigland 
is involveil in a war great(U- and more 
uncertain tliaii our own. The European 
pow<>rs are arrayed, as tliey were in 
tSDS. a^'ainst an Anglo-Saxiui nation. 
It is not ludikely that they will go out 
of Ihcir way lo interfere, bur it is a pos- 
sibility. I'nder these circumstances it 
is on'r place to stand by the nation 
which so recently befriended us. At the 
outset it seemed likidy that we would 
do so, anil indeed the government, be it 
said to its credit, has taken a friemlly 
altitude. Hilt the great ,\merican 
l.cople have played >' strange game, and 
by no means a credital)le one. When 
the war opened and England seoreil two 
vi. lories at the beginning, very little 
active sympathy was expressed for the 
Boers. A few anti-expansionist jour- 
nals, papers like Life, whldi liavi> tilways 
opposed expansion and any talk of 
Anglo-Sa.Kon alliances, devoted luke- 
w.irm paragraphs to n defence ot the 
Hoor.s, but that was all. The sentiment 
of the country seemed mildly pro-British. 
Then came the series of brilliant movo- 
ments by which the Boors placed Groat 
Britain on the dotonsive. It was tlien, 
and not at the beginning of the war, 
tiiat certain of our countrymen began to 
hobl mass meetings to pass resolutions, 
to ineiiiorinliEe congress, petitioning "'"t 
body to take sides with the "struggling 
Uocrs." 

Admitting purely for llie sake of argu- 
ment that our moral duty to England, 
in return for her active sup])ort two 
y(>ars ago, is a purely sentiment;il I'on- 
sidcration. it may he asserted as justly 
that this leaning toward the Hoers' is 
based upon sentimentalism of the rank- 
est variety. Outside of the Irish and 
Cermans. who take sides on grounds 
which do not eom'ern Americans, the 
Iitilk of our Hoer .'jympatliizers are such 
bei-ause the Transvaal is a republic, or 
because they believe it is a weak nation 
overwlielmed by a strong one. As to 
the last of these reasons it liardly 
merits an answer. flight does not 
make right, Imt neither does weakness. 
Because one party to a fight is little 
.iiid tlie other one big, it does not follow 
ihat the little one is In the right. As 
for the other consideration, the Trans- 
vaal is only technically n republic. It 
is really ns limited and crumped a gov- 
erimient as any Cnncasian monarchy in 
the world. ItN nffafrs are administered 
wholly by an olignrehy of one-fourth of 
the residents, who tax the other tliree- 
foiirtlis lo fiuiiport the government with- 
out giving thcin a voice in its affairs. 
.\o .lew or Ciilbolic. no one in fact who 
linos not very closely agree with the re- 
ligious opinion.s of the governing few. is 
cligibl(> for citizenship. The laws are 
those of a century ago, witli a few im- 
piovcnienls designed to favor the ruling 
olignridi.v. The members of the govern- 
ing class are unediicaled, narrow and 
utterl.v unjirogressive. Their occupation 
of South .\fricn has long been the great 
bar to the opening u\i of th(> connlry. 
No outsider who has met them, with the 
exception of one woman— she is an en- 
tluisiast and visjonar.v — has ever spoken 
well of the liners. They fight well, 
lieroicall.v, witli tlie means at their coni- 
mand; so did the Anun-iean Indians, so 
did the Sepoys of the East Indian 
Mutiii.v, so would a horde of gorrillas. 
In the talk nboiit Cecil Uhodes' land- 
grabbing, our sentimentalists buve lost 
sight ot the real olainis of England. 
The.v do not know that the origin of 
(!re;it Britain's claim Ties in the fact 
Hint, in the cnrly seventies, she took up 
the government of those Boers at their 
own request when they %vere about to be 
wiped out by snvoge tril>es without and 
dissension within, and fought • a long 
war with the KaRlrs on their account. 
Tliese and other like facts are ignored 
and unknown by the kind of citizen that 
dons his thinking in mass meeting. 

There are just two countries in the 
world wliere thp govornmenV is sueh ns 
(o assure an apprnxiiunf ion to Individual 
freedom. One is fJreat t'.ritain. tlic 
other the Fnited .St.-ites. 'I'bis is not 
sa.viiig that either oi" these L'overnmcnts 
Is perfect, hiil they approach iie.-ircst lo 
llie reimbliean iileal. And what Eng- 
land docs at home she docs for her 
colonies. A fiMv months hi'nc(\ when 
the valiM- of the Koers has yielded to the 
I'esourc of (Jreiil I!i-ilaiii, shi' will sup- 
idant i\ very jinor govcnmienl by ii very

entering iiiiou tile ilntles of Ills ofllee, and 
/iirther as to the elVect of! an oinlasloii to 
Illlike such deelnratlon, I beg to state tliat 
111 i.iy oiiliiloii It Is a duty prescribed by 
slaluto fi.r each seliuol trustee ekct to make 
siiidi declaration before taking ii seat at 
the school board. The (piestlon of the ef 
ri.'ct of an oiulssiiiii to make such declara' 
Hon Is rather inure dlfllciiU lu answer, 
.Section i;i of the '-Public Schools Act" 
deals with the mode of comluctln 
tlon for school trustees and declares that 
such election shall he conducted In the 
same manner aa the mijtilclpal election for 
uiayur should be conducted, and that the 
lirovislons of the "Municipal Klentlons 
Act" respecting Inter alia, "vacancies and 
declarations of offlce" shall (aa nearly "s 
niiiyi he applied to the election of boards 
of school trustees. The Xliinlclpal Klec- 
tloiis Act," socllon 81!, provides tor the 
contingency arising where u mayor, reeve, 
iildermuu ur tuunclHor, falls to tnke the 
iieces.qnry Jeclarntlon of office. The pro- 
ceeiliu-e rc(iulriHl being a resolution of the 
CDiineU declaring vacant the ofllee of the 
particular aldeniiiin falling to take such 
declaratiuii. The section farther enables 
the ('oiiiicil to iiiaUe provision for iiii elec- 
tion for the purpose of lining the vacant 
ofllee. If the connell onilt to take jiro- 
ceedlngs as Indicated la section 8:i, uiion 
uompluiut of any elector of the municipal- 
ity, It Is declared lawful for the Ik-uieuaut- 
govornor-ln-eouncll to make provision for 
an election of a new mayor, reeve, alder- 
man or eounelllor, the details of which are 
nol| material to this inquiry. 

'1 he Municipal Klections Act, coupled 
with the Public Schools Act, declares the 
effect (jf an onilsHion to take the necessary 
declaration of ofllee, such effect requiring 
the hoard to declare the ofllee vocunt. 

Sectloii Ki, ulthough In terms permis 
Klve, really Imposes the duty upon the couu 
ell of declaring the offlce vacant and there 
after maklug provision for another dec 
tlon. 

Neither section expressly provides for rhe 
event of the council's omission to perforin 
the duty of declaring the ofllee vacant, savi 
as ruUows: 

H(H'llon 84 merely enables tlie lieutenant 
governor-ln-councll on eoiniilulut of an eloc 
tor to umkc provision for un election with 
out express power to make a declaration of 
vacancy. However, the proper exer 
the lieuteuant-governor-lu-couucil of the 
jiower to call for a new election would 
prohohly be construed to amount to a de- 
chiratlon of vacancy, but such a conclusion 
will have to be arrived at Inferentlally and 
not from the express words of the section.

istration; It Is not the insult to Hngland'K 
power and prestige shown by the refusal 
to concede her moderate demands for 
justice to be done to lier subjects, follow- 
. , „ ed bv the unpaTftlleled act of defiance 
pi'riod of j ,.,.„„|,i,„.,i |„ the Transvaal war ultima 



tiini. It is not these things, however, 
tlii v may justly stir the national heart, 
wliich ea"ll upon us as Christians to bring 
tile uniied Voree of (Jod's people, by the 
liowcr of li.lieviiig prayer, to bear upon 
this w:ir (nieslioii. These, indeed, arc; 
till' apparent ciUises which have led tlic 
Itritish natiiiu to unite to wage tliis v.-ar; 
lull behiiii! thai nation, and behind tliesi? 
c.'inses. is tlie moving power of the Om- 
nipotent. 

Tliesi' were recent wrongs and injus- 
tices done to comparatively a small num- 
ber of liritisb subjects, the foolliardy 
Idindiii'ss wliicli prevented the Transvaal 
autliorities from seeing that tlie safety, 
as \vell .as the v<'ry existence, of the Ite- 
publies depended on tlieir granting the 
just coiieessioiiK demanded of them above 
all the suicidal acts which made them, 
while peaceful negotiations were still 
pending, rush into the war and commence 
thei.- work of destruction within the bor- 
ders of tlie colony which had boon so 



from blood-guiltiness in this matter; 
though, under the Briti.sli fiag, their leg- 
islative wrongs, in the direction of native 
oppression, liave perforce been far less 
heiiious than those perpetrated in the He- 
publics, who now in their blindness and 
the Pharaoh-like hardness ot heart of 
their leaders, have thrown down the 
gauntlet of war before Great Britain. 

Under Transvaal rule a ceaseless com- 
mittal ot crimes, legislative, social, and 
individual, has been perpetrated upon 
lieliiless natives boti. witliin and beyond 
the borders of the llepublic, for whom it 
has seemed till now there was no possiiile 
deliverance. Powerless to riglit them- 
selves, with no human arm to look to for 
succour, the mute appeal ot their helpless 
sutTerings has gone up before God, the 
God of eternal justice. The crimes which 
have cried nnredress(!d to heaven from 
the length and breadth ot this land for 
over two hundred years, but more par- 
ticularly from that part known as the 
'I'rnnsvaal territory,, defy description 
and it has seemed 08 though redress 
would never come, as though no deliver- 
ance were possible. To justice-loving 
souls who have known ot these wrongs 
it has been like some horrible niglitmiire 
that In the nineteenth century, within 
the limlU of a country over pari of winch 
there waves the British flag, political 
and social oppression by one race over 
another was being so grossly practised, 
to know that on every side individual 
brutalities were being committed on de- 
fenceless victims, and that, not by Arab 
slave-drivers or Moslem oppressors, but 
by a professedly Christian ami highly 
religions jieople, who, with the Bible in 
their hands and loud profensions of faith 
and prayers, weTo practising barbarities, 
in i>cace as well ns war, which put to 
shame tlie records of what the savages 
of this land have infiicted. even in war 
time, npon white races. Oh! il has been 
horrible beyond words— horrilde! 

And now, now tlial our God has arisen, 
no%v that the fearful wrongs of past gi'u- 
erations are to be righted, now that the 
Lord of Hosts has sent forth, as His 
avenging instruments, our British army, 
to right tlie wrongs that have ('ricd up 
bofori! him tor over two hundred years, 
to fight the battles not of British against 
Boer, not of the Uitlaiulers against 
Transvaal oppression, as it appears to 
human sight, but to fight tor tlie God of 
nations (Ui behalf of the myriad lives, of 
tlie numberless nations with which the 
interior of .\friea is teeming, and which 
only by the success pt our British arras 
can gain through all the future years 
opportunities to develop as God would 
have them develop and grow into free, 
enlightened peoples to His glory, and the 
blessing of the human race, and tlie 
heart satisfnctlon of Him who died that 
they might live. 

Fellow Christians, will any of yon 
withhold from us the upholding strength 
of your prayers? By day and night thlH 
prayer is given to ns, "God speed the 
British arms." We dare not desist thus 
to plead, because God has shown us that 
the whole future history of South Africa 
and of its countless tribes depends on the 
issues of this war. 

We willingly yield up our beloved, our 
hearts' dear ones, who may fall on these 
battles on either side; we willingly ac- 
cept the sufferings and losses that are 
falling upon our homes and personal lives 
in many bitter ways becaute we know 
(ho spread of Christ's Kingdom and the 
lifting up into true advaiici inent of His 
iniieritaiice, the future moral and nation- 
al cm.aiicipation of whole races of human 
beings is at -stake; and so, while our 
hearts bleed and onr lioincH are laid 
w;iste, we still praise the Lord who lias 
arisen to purify this land, and by His 
grace we are given to bear up ceaselessly 
in prayer the military forces tiiat are 
carrying out tliese purposes of .blessing. 

If you M'ill do this we know that from

monuiis of Di'L'L'mbor 11. 

Wo liiul advaiiofil lllO miles I'l-oiu llio 
advanced base ut UoAar, had uiarelied 
more than forty miles into tlic cnoiuy's 
field, though nil of it was part of one oC 
the Crown culouies. 

Tlii-L'O tiuu's the eiioiiiy had opposed us. 
each time teachiujf "us more and more 
aljout their methods, their stubbornness, 
and the queer same they i)lay of facins 
us as long as they can damage us, and 
retirinj; when we reach Ihe niDiiieiU whi'U 
■we e.\i)(^ct to ileiuolish them. ISul each 
time the taet reiiiainud that we iiad 
forced Ihein out of their superb and 
shrewdly-chosen positions. 

They learned a ^-vr't deal in these re- 
verses. They iliscovered Ihut, . sprinkle 
themselves as they would over the. sheer 
lace of a vock-strewn hill, and bide as 
they might among the roeks to shooi us 
ju the open or while we exposed our- 
selves on their hills, our valour would 
still lead us to storm their eyries and 
rush upon their soldiers regardless of 
their superior numbers, their torrents of 
bullets, and their ahuocit xiubroken cover. 

Our olllcers had been taii;;lit at Saiul- 
liurst that to suec(.'ssrully attack an en- 
trenched foe reiiuiiH'S a force three tinu'S 
as stron;; as tin: deienders. Hut. we for:^- 
eil ahead, as iudiffereJit to such laaxinis 
ari to the odds heaped hit;h a^'aillsl us. 
The profit: the Hoer took from tliis les.son 
he applied at Modder Kiver for the lirst 
time in his history. Our shells had 
searched behind and between his adaniau- 
tiiie shelters, and our soldiers hail elinib- 
ed up and into them like lions which neek 
iheir prey. 

Therefore, the Boer at Modder lUver, 
sibaudoned his rocks from Ijehiud which 
lie had tlioui,'lil to blow the British into 
the sea, and eseonced himself in a. line 
of trcuches on the open veldt— trenches 
fringed with boughs and branches which 
melted into the line of. riverside trees 
behitid thcin. 
' When we advanced to the next battle, 
near hero, ut Magersfontein, we had seen 
a great kopje tswarining with the foe, and 
we supposed that there was where the 
were to iight them— btit this exhibition 
of their surplus numbers were a mere 
"blind." Their nuiss was iu trenches on 
the veldt; the hill was merely where they 
placed their guns and keiit their rein- 
foreemoiitH. 

.\fter the Alodder lliver fight, on Xo- 
vember liS, Lord .\lethueii lialtcd us in 
camp until December 10, waiting, we be- 
lieve, for tlie ballalions ot tlie Jlighland 
Urigade, for the great naval gun and the 
howitzer battery, whicli use lyddite, and 
for the sorely-needed cavalry, which oauio 
to us in the form of the 12lli Lancers. 
The valiant Ninth ISrigadc; of Yorkslure 
Light Infantry, olh Northu iiilierlaiids, 
Loyal North Lancasliires. Nortliainiiton- 
shires, IHh Lancers, and Moiuiteil Infan- 
try, which had done such gallant work 
in the previous battles, was now to be 
iscattered and in some measure supplant- 
ed liv the Argyils, .Seaforllis, (ic)r<loiis. 
Black Watch, and Highland Light In- 
fantry of the fresher brigade. They were 
to take the centre and the bulk of 
the attacking line with the Guards Bri- 
gade. 

True, the King's Own Yorkshire 
Light Infantry, the IMounted Infantry, 
and the 5tli Fusiliers were to form the 
«'.\tremo right, anil part of the North- 
iiniplon Kegimeiit was down at Gaspaii, 
where it had so bravely resisted thovse 
Koers who cut our railway line and 
telegraph, a few days before. 

But the bulk of the hardened brigade 
Were to remain in the Modder Uiver 
camp and hold this position against a 
rear attack during the .\[agersroii,cin 
combat. 

On the nflernooM of Siinila.\-, the Klib, 
the great -l.V gun, with lis crew of short 
and stocky f^ailormen in bniad-brininied 

.straw hats (.'uvereil with Khaki, was 
dragged by Ihirty-si.x oxen and esecortcil 
by men of the ."jth Km-iliers to a ridge 
three miles north of this eamii, ovi'rlodk- 
ing the kopje infested by the Boers. The 
great gun shelled the hill wliei-cver it 
was thought that the Boers coiilil lie :.eeu 
ut ranges viirying between (1, ()!)() ami 

-S.OOO yards. The shells tore thrmigh the 
air with precisely the noise of an expri'ss 
train rushing at highest speed, and when 
they burst they seemed to envelop an 

.acre of ground in heavy brown smoke, 
which lifted and floated over the kopje 
as if dt were a mass of the pulverized 

-earth. It was said that windows three 
and a half miles away were rattled by 
each discharge. The noise of each dis- 
charge was like the bark of a monster 
bull-dog, and the bursting of each tiliell 
sounded like the cough of a giant. 

The Tommies dnbheil the gnu ".rooy," 
and thus introduced Inimor into a eam- 
paigii that had been strangely doficirnt 
in that helpful element, as well as jilaced 
a nick-nanie where it must stick wliile 
this war lasts. 

It is believed that Ihe shells fell among 
tin: UoeiN several times during the after- 
noon. The gun remained on the ridge all 
.'light, and detined the extrenie left of the 
next day's battle-grmiiul. This ground 

■ exlendeil from the railway where the gnu 
idood along the ridge facing the Boer 
kopje and then, -when tin? ridge ended, 
.straight over the veldt to the river, and 
along the river two miles to the soutli- 
ernmoBt of two bridle fords to the Free 
Stnte side of the strcai^i. 

This i>osition was four miles long from 
railway to river, and two miles longer 

..beslde the' river.' The ground is ditt'ercnt 



from any ou which we have fought be- 
fore. It is all littered— ridge and veldt 
alike— with what the Boers call vaal 
bushes. They are shapely little trees 
from four to seven feet high, of round, 
full, generous shapes and (Tense foliage, 
every leaf in which is a silvery green. 
In sucli a veidt as tliis before their hill 
the Boers had two miles of trenches, full 
of men. Beyond this, still fo the right, 
their trenches continued across the more 
level and open plain and then bent at 
right angles and followed the river— on 
our side, keeping between us and it. 

If the reader understands thi« descrip- 
tion he will see that the trenches protect- 
ed the kopje first, next they jjave the 
Boers freedom to move behind those on 
the level vuldt, in full exposure, yet out 
of range of our lire, so that they could 
get to a wagon ford within their, lines 
and so cross the river and down it to- 
wards Jacohsdal. 

It wan not two o'clock in the mm-ning 
when the last troops to lei;ve the camp 
moved forward to the edge of the next 
sceiu' of battle three mile.s away. The 
Highland Brigade was ordered to the 
main position, roughly speaking from the 
left to llie centre. The (Jiiarils' Brigade 
was to continue tthe line to the river 
on the right, and then, as I have said, 
the Yorkshires held the drift on the ex- 
treme right, with a small break between 
them and the Guards. A small force of 
the Mounted lufantry supported tlie 
Yorkshires. The main body of lids 
mounted troop wont into battle wdth the 
Highland Brigade. 

It was aboat half-past three o'clock in 
the morning, after a rainy and bitterly 
cold night, that the Highland Brigade, 
led by General Wauchopo, advancid 
down upon the veldt. 

It was very dark and still biting cold. 

The men advanced in (luartcr-coluinn 
order. It is not a matter of military ini- 
Iiortance, but it is a fact that they sup- 
posed tliey were to cross the velilt ami 
attack the enemy on the kopje. There- 
fore, lit liappened that they were at per- 
fect case, swinging along without a 
thought oC immediate attack, chatting — 
even to such an extent thai their olllcers 
bade them make less noise. Xeitlier of- 
licers nor men knew of the exisleitci; that 
ran along liie veldt before them. By one 
of those unfortunate and uaforgivealile 
accidents wliieli happen rarely even in 
the British army, two of the men loosed 
their guns during this sliort march, and 
many critics and historians may say that 
this apprised the Boers of the British 
aiiproacli. U is my belief, liowever, 
based on good authority, that the Boers 
employed a scout to walk ahead and on 
the extreme right of the British, and 
Hash a light when they reached a certain 
P(dnt which had been agreed upon. 

Tlio Scotch liattalions— e.vcepting the 
Gordons, who did not go into battle until 
later— kept in quarter-column formation, 
met with a line of vaal bushes, ond later 
a thicket of thorny cactus, and deployed 
out of the way of and around these. 

Suddenly the liglit was flashed on the 
right, a Boor rifle was fired on the loft, 
and the whole long-hidden trench belched 
Hume and riddled our ranks with bullets. 

Nothing could have been more of a 
surprise, more unexpected. 

A panic seized the troops, and woubl 
have possessed any other regiments in 
any oilier army— so fearful was the fire, 
so completely wore the men taken off 
their guard, and so like a general slaugh- 
ter must it have seemed to those who saw 
their comrades dropping on both sidet- 
and before them. 

They turned and ran, literally colliding 
and climbing over one anothc'r in their 
coniuriion. 

A chaplain forward in tlin ranks was 
knocked down and trampled;- as brave a 
man as any, and yet one who 'declared 
that there lived no men who would have 
behaved differently. 

It had been as if the eartli had openi>d, 
and from a cleft that ran as far as m\x 
men reached lire bad belched and shot 
hail swept the veldl. 

Ont of two companies of the Black 
\\'ati.-li only lifty nuui escaped. -More 
than .'iOD were the casualties In that re^d- 
nient. 

It was the same with the Seaforllis, 
ami almost the sanu' with otlu.'rs. 

'llie fever of fright lasted only while 
the men ran 200 yards, .•ind then they re- 
gained some measure of order. 

Most of them reformed their ranks, 
fi'll under the commands of their otilcers, 
nnd faced the foe, lying down, of course, 
as nuisl be the case in such warfare. 

lOven th(>n our advance line was onlv 
:;i;0 to lOO yards froiii llie treii'-lies, s'o 
close liail the I'.ners allowed iis to a)i- 
proacll before they revealed I heiiisi'lvi's. 

Ill ihis iiiciileiit lay the piUi anil alniiist 
the Slim oi' till, battle as fur as the in- 
fantry were conrerncil. Our casualties 
at the end of Ihe day of lifti'iMi hours 
were about !)00, and jet not above )(!() 
of these were inllicted upon iis after rhat 
lirsr three minutes — (liree ininr.ti'S which 
saw the i-iiiial of a battalion swcjil away! 

To coiitiiuie with the infantry, the 
tJuards' Brigade advanced on Ihe right 
to a point at which tliey could have ilc- 
molished a visible enemy, and there thev 
waged hot battle all the day. 

The (lordoiis were sent forward early 
in the day, and met with a thrilha;,- lui- 
venturo at the start. The roii'e took 
them to the ndddle of the field, -where 
they passed ii Boer trench without pro- 
voking attack or sign of its existence. 
After they had gone by and begun to 
meet tlie fierce fire of the foe in the' main 
entrenchment ahead of them, the Boers 
in the rear trench, who. were slightly to 
the right, opened an enfilndinf: fire, so 
that they were battered by volleys from 
front, rear and side. They fell upon 
their faces after a loss -.vhieh seems 
trifling beside that of their coinpatriotH 
earlier in the da.v — thirty or forty casiil- 
ties of all kinds, I believe. 

A more characteristic incident, far 
more agreeable to write, was that whioh 
occurred still later in the day, when a 
composiK? jiarty of Scotchmen — Argyils, 
Seaforlhs and other.s— actually adyanced 
to the Boer treuclies, indicting more dam- 
age than they HiifTered. 

But it was an artillery fight, and hud 
been (ilanned ais such. The Boers used 
few guns. Taught by past experUuK'e 
that their guns have played a small part 
as aids to them, and on the other hand 
have always drawn heavy and accurate 
lire from us, they brought only four into 
action. They had two in use on the 
kopje and one in rear of their centre on 



the .veidt " They did^us pafdamage with 
any; ■ ' ' ' , . ' 

AVe, on the other hand, made splendid 
use of our great naval gun, our howitzer 
battery, horse artillery, and three field 
batteries of the Iloyal Artillerj'. The 
great gun directed its fire mainly on the 
kopje, and we were afterwards told that 
the damage it did was very great. . It is 
said that "one shell fell among forty Boers 
and only Eye remained unhurt. Another 
destroyer a laager. 

To me it seemed that by the close of 
the day nearly the whole face of the hill 
had been under the lire. The howitzer 
battery helped in this work, and shelled 
the trenches as well. The Horse Artil- 
lery waw actually brought into the heavy 
rille fire of the enemy and raked their 
trenches lengthwise and crosswise with 
terrible effect. This action was carried 
out in the very jaws of death, but it is 
not becoming to report it without saying 
that from our first battle to our last the 
pluck and intrepidity Qt our artillerymen 
lias impressed every sbldier^among us. 

At half-past four o'clock large numbers 
of Boers were seen leaving the farther 
side of the kopje and moving toward the 
river -and Free State border. Whether 
they were retreating, which was probably 
the fact, or were setting out to execute 
a flank attack upon our position we do 
not know. Tliat such an attack was in 
their minds we utruiigly suspected. At 
all events, they fo'iiul the (.inards and 
the drifts and stoutly resisting the Boer 
the drifts an dstoutly resisting the Boer 
liri' all along the river. A vi'ry fierce at- 
tack was made upon their extreme right 
in an undoubted attempt to break through 
our line and Hank us. I''ive companies 
of the Yorksliires were movi'd up to mip- 
porl them at this jioiiit, and the Boers 
abandoned their project. The Y'orkshire- 
nien had net disapiiointed those wdio Inid 
learucd to look to tlium for valorous ac- 
tivity in every fight. They bad been 
sent to guard a drift and had found the 
Boers not only holding it, but also in 
possesuiou of a ridge and two houses that 
were upon it well on the near side of the 
river. The Yorkshiremen stormed this 
ridge and took it. Their casualties for 
^ the whole day were only nine. Lord 
i .Methueii complimented them upon their 
I iiarl ill the battle. 

t)n this iiurt of the field— the extreme 
right— the .Mounted Infantry were bring- 
ing in the wounded towards the close of 
the day, when the Boors attacked them 
tiirioiisly. Three of the Mounted Infan- 
try men— all men of the Yorkshire Begi- 
uieiit serving in the mounted corps--are 
(U'clared tn have made it possible for this 
liiiuiune ^viirk to continue. They are 
Sergt. Cassen, Lance-Corpl. Bemielt and 
rte. Mawhoiiil. They knelt down con- 
tinually in the open', anil witli utter dis- 
I regard' for their own lives did all they 
could by firing conlinnoiisly and steadily. 

There was no lack of courage on that 
great field, and it ilistinguisbed high and 
liumhh' alike. One Avishes he Cdulil tell 
of every instance alike of the colonel of 
the lionliins slainling erei.'t and calling 
on iiis mi'u until a bullet felled him, and 
even of tlie Scotch private who was 
found with his foot smashed, and was 
carried away by stretcher-bearers the 
while he loudly protested that he had 
been wounded twelve hours, had kept on 
lighting all the time, and was etili as fit 
as any man in tlio army. 

.\l suiiiiown our infantry retired. It is 
true that a large fraction— the major 
part, perbap.s— of the Boers had done 
the same an hour earlier. But they Iield 
their trcuches against whicli our infantry 
had gained no general advantage. They 
fired tt few shells at lis ns we withdrcjv, 
anil our guns answered them, and, more 
than tliat. were able to boast of the last 
notes in tiio tumult of the battle. 

On the next day and the next we 
gathered in our dead; roughly speaking, 
but little over a hundred, though scatter- 
ed over six miles of the veldt. The liners 
searched our ambulance and stretcher- 
men and blindfolded all whose duty led 
thoin near the trem-hes. tlntortiinately, 
one man ^vas found with a revolver upon 
him, and he and the Kurgeon-major in 
charge of the party were taken prisoners 
anil led into Ihe Boer camij. But for his 
manner the man who h;id curried t* pistol 
with Ills red cross might have been set 
free us the devtor was, but he irritated 
the Hoers, and they sent liim to Pretoria. 
This incident over, the relations between 
the Boerti and our ambulance people as- 
sumed a very agreeable phase. The 
Boers were corteous, helpful and resju'ct- 
ful. By not one word did they give of- 
fence. 'J'his was evidently the looked-for 
ell'ect of oiir fairness throughout the war, 
of onr generosity when they asked for 
medical aid after earlier "oattles, of the 
dignified tone in which Lord Metlnu'ii 
has complained of their earlier lireaclies 
of the conventions of civilized warfare.

made, from their own point of view, a 
forcible irequcst to the provincial govern- 
ment asking it tO ffiolntttln tlie Wvr la its 
entirety. Fl.-st of ttll they get «t\ the 
right side of the government by ^votest- 
ing against any political trickci'y tend- 
ing to disrupt the present adu'i'uistra- 
tion. Thoy declare that the pr6Speri^ 
of tho mining community rtopi^ndB upcm 
l!ie maintenauce of the law. . 

"A miner is not some kind of anittal 
that lives on black bread and hog CM," 
they say. " lie is a buitnan belnK, u 
modern man of modern ideas, and eiglit 
hours is enough for him to dally ougnge 
in an unhoalthy and dangerous calling." 

The miuoi-s advance figures seeking to 
show that the iiresont Kootoiuiy wukc is 
l«>low tho Htiiiidard of other localities 
They have a dig at specidalors who get 
we.iitliy on deals anil go in for I'hain 
iwgiio Hupperri. Tlien they pass on to 
the belief that the evidence taken before 
Commissioner Cliite showed, beyond tin' 
sliadow of a doubt, that good men will 
do us much uudergrouud work in eight 
hours as in ten. Tliey iusist, tluTofon 
ou the nmiuteuanco oC the law, and hint 
that if it is tampered with it will result 
in a struggle that will last until every 
dollar of the Western Federation is 
gone. The miners look upon the pres- 
ence of several " political buccaneers " 
at Victoria intimidating the government 
as a menace to the will of the masses, 
und they "look with suspicion upon all 
political freebooters who are ever ready 
to array themselves with the opposition." 
The organization declares its irrevocable 
opi)osition to party politics. Appended 
is their resolution in its entirety as it 
has been received by the members of the 
local house for presentation: 

Whereas unsettled cundlUons erlst he- 
twe<?n labor and capital In the metalliferous 
mining distrlctK In the province of British 
Columbia, «• islng from many causes, chief 
among whk a Is the olght-liour law; the 
mine ownor.i' association and their several 
organs have advocated their cause persis- 
tently before the public aud their emissaries 
have written and stated through the public 
press that the minors did not want the 
olght-hour law. Being fully conscious ot 
how disastrous to the people ot the Kooto- 
nays any mlstep or wrong move by either 
parties would be at this moment, we doom 
It our duty to state our position' to the citi- 
zens of British Columbia and their repre- 
sentatives, who hold and guide the destin- 
ies of this province. Much depends on thi) 
foresight and wisdom of these men guiding 
the ship of state, as we hope tbey wilt con- 
tinue to do, to a safe port. 

Whereas we, tlie members of District 
Union No. fl. Western Federation of Mln 
ers, comprising eleven unions, with a mem- 
bership of three thousand miners, do hereb.\ 
protest against any political trickery that 
would tend to disrupt the present govern- 
ment, and we appeal to :ill organized laboi 
to remember that tho prosperity of o\ir poo 
I)le depends on the maintaining of tin 
Metalllforoas Mines Act as auiondod at lUi 
last sitting of the leglsiature. If minors 
are to be considered In the Buuio categor.\ 
as so much maclilnory or some kind of ani 
mal that lives on black bread and hog f.at 
needs no books, can live In a rude hut, oi 
sleep In a mining company bunk house nl 
his life without being dlssatlatle<l. then 
there Is no cause for quarrel over how 
nuiny hours he Shall or shall not work. 
Conceding him to be a human being, a 
modern man able to read, think and appre- 
ciate the good things ot life as others do, 
then wo contend eight hours are sufficient 
for miners to work under-ground. The dan- 
gerous and unhealthy nature of our calling 
are good and Hufflclent reasons for shorter 
hoiirs tbiin otlier branches ot labor, skilled 
or unskilled. Oft times, by a slight mis- 
hap or the Ignorance of an employee, tho 
Individual who makes such mistakes is not 
only killed, but causes tho deaths of his 
comrades who may be near him. Working 
In arltUclnl air, breathing poisonous gasses 
every moment while underground, men of- 
ten lose their lives before they can retrace 
their steps to a place ot security. We are 
tempted in this resolution to question the 
competency of tlie mine Inspector for the 
Kootenays, and wonder why a goverraent 
Should retain a man In their employ who has 
lost the respect ad confldence of the men 
of whose lives be Is the guardian. The 
wage qnestlon, on which Is baaed the pres- 
ent trouble between the miners and mine 
owners In the Slocan district Is not above 
the standard paid flrst-claas miners la other 
places, such as Cripple Creek, Colo., where 
miners have boon working eight hours since 
1804. It would be suporllnous to add that 
la all the British colonies aud Great Brit- 
ain minora work but eight hours. There Is 
no place outside the Kootoriays hi this 
Wostorn mining country, with tho oxcop- 
tlon of Alaska, where more of the neces- 
saries ot life ciinnot bo purchased witli a 
dollar than In the mining •districts of Hrlt- 
lah Columbia. In the state of Montana, 
where wages will average from "n cents 
to $1 per day per man higher than la por- 
tions of British Columbia, clothing, food 
and In fact everything that would satisfy 
one's desires can be obtnlned at least 25 
per cent, cheaper than any portion of the 
Kootenays. Therefore we contend wages 
are not high, but, on an average, are below 
the standard paid In other localities. Peo- 
ple In British Columbia are not able to 
maintain their physical strength, not to 
speak of their mental or moral require- 
ments, on the same wages paid for labor In 
Europe or the Eastern provinces. Labor 
should not sufTor for the mistivjccs of men 
who have more money than judgmcat, tln- 
sorupnloiis speculators plan and scheme In 
every way Imaginable to float mining pro- 
jiortlos for millions when they are not 
worth so nuiny thousands. Tho HpocuUtors 
get wealthy on one or two such deals, and 
everything Is charged up to the cost of 
mining, even champagne suppers. The 
next move Is to reduce '.vages. We further 
believe the testimony given before the gov- 
ernment commissioner, Mr. K. O. Clute, 
has proven beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that minors will perform as much work un- 
der the cigbt-hour day as was previously 
acc^oropllKhed undre the tcn-hoiir system. 

Therefore be It resolved that we, the 
miners cOmprJalag District No;. C, Western

The Plague 

In Honolulu 



Thirty-Nine Deaths Up to the 
Time the Mlowera 
Sailed. 



A White Lady Saccumbs to the 
Dread Disease— The Clly 
Isolated. 



Honolulu is truly 'i plague-infected 
port, and is now practically isolated 
from the rest of tho world, the mail 

steamers refusing to carry passengers 
from the city, und even the other towns 
of tho islauds barring tlioir doors against 
the people, mail and goods from the 
Capital. Up to the time the Miowera, 
which stopped ofT the port, left there for 
Victoria, there had been 3!) deaths from 
the dreaded bubonic plague, including u 
white lady, Mrs. Boardman, wife of nn 
importer of .Tapanese laborers. This 
was on January 17. The excitement, 
which had been running pretty high, in- 
creased when Mrs. Bonrdman died, iiud 
tho report that there was to be a general 
(luarautine, including the suspension of 
all business, did not tend to decrease it. 

Mrs. Boardman lived in excellent style 
in one of the best residential portions of 
the eity, where the strictest sanitary 
regulutions are enforced. She owned 
and raanngeil the line arts department in 
one of the big retail stores. One day 
a dead rat was found in her depart- 
ment, and although she simply superin- 
tended its HMnovnl. net touching it, it is 
believed that she tluis look the iutection. 
Anothor theory is that (Jliinese servants 
took the disease to the house. Mrs. 
Boardman hail been sick for two weeks, 
but the plague symptoms did not develop 
until Suiuliiy, .January 14. She died 
two (Inys later. The citizens orgniiized 
ii Niiniiar.v committee and divided the 
city into districts, wliieli are iiatrolled 
daily l/V v'.'Juutocr inspectors. Tlicm- 
saiuls ot poiiple want to leave the city, 
lull the steamers, wflh the exception of 
tliose running to San Francisco, will not 
carry them, und they demand uii agree- 
lU'-iit to the effect that the imssougcrs 
will go into (luaraiitine at Sun Frnn- 
(-iscc) for two weeks lU their own o.v- 
peuse. !riie purser of the Mioweru re- 
fused several hundred applications for 
passage, the people row-ing out to the 
st(-ainor in small boats and endeavoring 
to board lior. 

The people of ITilo, headed by tho 
sliei-ifr, have positively refused to allow 
steamers from Honolulu to so much as 
land at their wljnrvca, and huvc even 
refused to allow some of them to take 
on water. The envelopes are taken off 
letters and the wrappers off papers and 
the mail fumignted before it can be 
landed, wliilo Japanese and Cliinese mail 
is in some cases entirely destroyed. 
Steamers which loft ironolulu with 
permits from the hoaril of heallli were 
mot by mobs, who lined tlie docks aud 
refused to allow anj'body to come olT. 
The sherilT's commission as sheriff and 
health olllcer was revoked, and Attor- 
ney-General Cooper was sent down tn 
npiioint a new olllcial. Ho was refused 
a landing, so tho sheriff went out to the 
steamer to consult with him. Upon tho I 
sherilT's return to shore he also was met 
hy tlio moll and was forced to take pass- 
age to ITouoUihi. 

Already ten blocks in Honolulu have 
been burned down, having boon declared 
infected, and every day the fire depart- 
ment is kept busy. There are 2.000 
Japuneso immigrants on Quarnutiue 
Island, and two large .T.-iiianr-tie steninors 
ill the harbor waiting to land another 
thousand imported laborers. 

As tho plague has greatly injiire-l 
trade, it is proposed to build a'wliarf on 
tlie opposil(> sido of the harbor from 
Honolulu, w-liere goods destined for 
other parts of the islands ran be landed 
from the ocean liners and sliipjiod on 
<'Iean steamers to other towns, and from 
which the sugar can he shipped without 
touching nt the plague-infected citv. In 
some parts of the islands there is al- 
ready a scarcity of many articles. 

Dr. D. A. CnrmlchocI, of Honolulu, 
lins been appointed chief quarantine 
onicer at Manila and leaves for that 
place by the first Rtcnmer.

WOMEN'S WAGES. 

Kir: There Is one aspect of the question, 
whether women shottld be paid at the some 
rate us men if their work Is equal, thot has 

not been touched upon. The acceptance by 
women of a lower rate of remuneration 
win react upon the salaries of tho men aud 
tend te reduce them to the i>ame level; for 
what emiiloyer will pay a fancy flguro for 
work that he can get eiiually well done for 
a lower price? Mou cannot afford to Ignore 
this economic view of tho question. They 
should regard a woman who acceiits lower 
wages than th?y for the same worlc as a 
competitor w-ho does not "play fair." 

Uurlng the last half cenlury women, by 
the stress of circumstance (not from any 
dilettanti love ot work), bavo been forced 
In greater aumbcrs than ever before Into 
the ranks of ,wagc earners. Men have no 
right to complain of this so long as women 
do not Injure them by lowering the stan- 
dard of i-ages more thon Is Inevitable when 
the number of workers in Increased. Ou 
the point of oiiuai wage for equal work 
men and women should stand shoulder to 
shoulder, recognizing their common Inter- 
ests. The school trustees at their last 
meeting, with one exception, all affirmed 
this prlncli)le. 

The proposition to pay a married man a 
higher salary than a bachelor or spinster 
because ho has, of his own free will, taken 
unto himself a wife, conies very near to 
dictating what a worker shall do with his 
earnings. One may prefer family Joys, but 
another, an equally good servant ot the 
state, may choose to spend his money on 
books or travel. All workers, however, 
are likely with sturdy British Independence 
to resent 4ny suggestion of interference, 
even if It be only that approving pat on 
the head by a paternal government which 
would be indicated by an increase of pay 
to tbe man who marries.

Sir: TImi- Is passing, but nothing seems 
to mature with regard to the British Col- 
umbia contingent tor service In .South Afri- 
ca, which was to bo oqulpjicd by British 
Columbia governmental funds as fore- 
shadowed In the speech of Ills Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

I believe It to be ot paramount Impor- 
tance—for the credit ot the province— that 
the force should leave this country intact as 
a military liody, known by some speclhc 
title comioctlng It with the province— say 
the "British Columbia Irregular Horse." 

The ofllcloncy of the force must largely 
depend upon Its proper organization, and I 
I Would suggest that the government should 
I without deioy telegraph to the Dominion 
"The British Columbia government Is pre- 
pared to grunt— so many thousand dollars— 
to (-(|ulp- so many men— for service In South 
Africa, p/ovldod the organization ot the 
foroc-untll U loaves British Oolnmbia— Is 
undor tlio i cintrol of the British Columbia 
govornmont." 

If a favonihio answer Is obtalnoil to the 
formalloii (jf tho contlag-.-nt on such terms, 
the govermnont should at once select a 
headquarters and appoint a commanding of- 
Ucer, an adjutant, a sergeant-major, a 
quartermaster and a medical officer. 

Advertisements should be put In the pa- 
pers calling for volunteers and directing ap- 
plications U) be made to tho commanding 
of deer at headquarters, stating, age, height, 
weight and services or occupations ot the 
applicant, together with a medical certi- 
ficate as to his health and sonndness for 
active service; also whether the applicant Is 
prepared to supply his own horse, and It 
BO, to state the age, height and full descrip- 
tion of the animal. 

An officer should at once be despatched 
to Ottawa to act as a medium ot communi- 
cation between the Dominion authorities 
and the cominandlng ofllcor of tbe coutlu- 
gent, so as to prevent confusion.

.CLUTE'S REPORT. 

Dominion Commissioner Brought \.o 
Slocan by an Imaginary Griev- 
ance. 

Ottawa, Jan. 18.— Mr. It. C. Ciute, 
Q.C., of Toronto, the commissioner ap- 
pointed by the government to eiMiuire in- 
to the workings of the British Columbia 
cighl-hour law, liml an interview with 
the lirst minister to-day. during which 
he gave an informal account of tlie result 
of his invc-stigutioiis, which later will be 
embodied in an ollk-ial report which Mr. 
Clute will submit to the administration. 
It in understood that the coinmissioner 
is convinced that tlie dilUculties now ex- 
isting are uot so serious as tho govern- 
ment, before his appoiutmcnt, were given 
to believe. It is Mr. Clute's opiuion that 
it should be easy for the British Colum- 
bia government and tho persons wlio ob- 
ject to the present law to arrive at an 
accommodation. The thirty odd Ameri- 
can miners who recently went to Sanduu, 
B.C., he reports, were not brought into 
Canada under contract or iiromiae ot 
worlc, and couscquontly do not come un- 
der the provisions of the alien labor law. 
Mr. Clute expects to have his report 
ready for presentation within a short 
time.
